Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the Applicants believe that the limitation "not the same as the 
monodentate phosphite compound" is not new matter because it is supported by examples wherein the nucleophilic 
agent is different from the monodentate phosphite (see for example Table 1 on page 60 of the specification). The 
nucleophilic agent and the monodentate phosphite are the same in Arendt. The Applicants want to make it clear that 
their invention is a nucleophilic substitution reaction and they believe that Pachamuthu is not related to nucleophilic 
substitution; Woo is related to carbon nucleophilic substitution and not oxygen nucleophilic substitution andApplicants 
point to example 1 (the examiner is not clear how example 1 of Woo is not the same type of nucleophilic substitution, 
so the Applicants will make this clear in their response). The same argument will be made with regard to Trost, i.e., 
that it does not involve oxygen nucleophilic substitution, but rather carbon nucleophilic substitution. With regard to 
Kurtz, the Applicants will attempt to show that unexpected results which are more in line with the scope of the claims, in 
particular the Examiner suggested that at least one phosphite compound having the R groups as claimed should 
suffice, i.e. a phosphite compound having a double bond, a phosphite compound having a triple bond, etc.. 
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
